2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

3. Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Graf et al (Pat. No. 
6,125,314) or Fattouche et al (Pat. No. 6,330,452). 

Graf et al teach a GPS terminal including a GPS section 3 for receiving and processing 
GPS signal, and a strategy selector 6, external to and coupled to the GPS section, that determines 
a positioning strategy based upon a state of the GPS section. 

Fattouche et al teach a GPS terminal including a GPS section (col 15, lines 40-66) for 
receiving and processing GPS signal, and a strategy selector (fig. 9a-9d), external to and coupled 
to the GPS section, that determines a positioning strategy based upon a state of the GPS section.
